Dear Committee Members, 
 
More than 11,000 Vermonters are currently living with Alzheimer’s disease or a related disorder.  Add in the number of 
caregivers and more than 41,000 Vermonters are dealing with the significant challenges that result from life with 
dementia.  That is today.  By 2025 we are projected to see a 55% change in the number of seniors living with dementia – 
reaching 17,000.  
 
It is imperative that the Governor’s Commission on Alzheimer’s and Related Disorders assure that Vermont’s State Plan 
on Dementia gains moment in its implementation.    Successful implementation requires the involvement and input of 
our community members. 
 
The original statute for the Commission was put in place in 1999. Since that time two key organizations  have been 
established that have significant connection and  influence  in the dementia field . They are the  UVM Center on Aging, 
and the SASH program/Cathedral Square. In addition, Alzheimer’s disease is being recognized as the fastest growing 
public health issue of our time.  The Vermont Department of Health has begun working with the Commission and DAIL 
on public health promotion related to dementia.     
 
The Commission members recognize that including representation from these organizations would add great value to 
the work of the Commission and implementation of our state plan.  We hereby request that the statute be amended to 
include representation from these three organizations.
